ſaved the Roman Army the Trouble of deſtroying em; they 
were little more than SpeQators of the conſuming Work they

| There is Nothing in the World fo improbable, but may 


be aſſerted and believed; or, however, aſſerted (whether be- 
lieved, or not) by unreaſonable obſtinate Suſpicion.

. Maxim of my Lord Capel's, That Obſtinacy is an Advantage to 


our Enemies, a Trouble to our Priends, and an aſſured Overthrow of 


Our ſelves. And he ſays further, They who govern them- 


**. ſelves by Examples of others, and not by the Rule of Rea- 
* ſon and Judgment, are like thoſe People, who to Appear- 
*. ance have clear Eyes, yet are blind, and cannot walk, but 


eas they are led. As to what we were ſpeaking, there is 
as little Grounds to believe the Church in Danger under His 


MAFESTYs Adminiſtration, as that the Church now over 
our Heads may tumble down upon us: One is poſſible, and 
ſo is the other; and that is all. If againſt filly fooliſh Jea- 


louſies, we wou'd be ſo wiſe to believe the whole Parliament 


of Clergy, the Convocation, believe Experience, believe Reaſon, 
Her flouriſhing Security is entirely conſulted, and will be. Who- 
ever will not give himſelf Leave to conſider theſe unconteſta- 
ble Evidences (the very Confideration whereof would diſpel all 


his Doubt) has no more Concern for the Church, than to turn 


his Faith and Love of it into downright Faction, and the loud- 
er he talks and toſſes that Holy SyYable, in Oppoſition to his 
Governours, and without exhibiting Proof, the more fa#ious 
is he. What can it be call'd, ſtill to maintain confuted Miſ- 
takes? To be guilty. of Murmuring now, or to retain any 
repining Thoughts againſt the Redemption of the Revolution, 
is to be like the factious, rebellious. Iſraclites, who durſt mur- 


mur againſt their Governours, who led 'em (under the Con- 


duct of the Almighty) out of Slavery, (ours being much worſe 
than Egyptian Bondage, as including) that of the Soul alſo, 
in order to give them laſting Poſſeſſion of the good Land of 
Reſt. I am very agreeably inform'd, That ſeveral of my

affectionately deſired of you to conſider, and avoid it. Is not 
the Precipice now open? He that ſays he does not ſee ic 
now, is wrapt in a miſt, or has his Senſes ftolen from him.
